G.S.R. 113(E) .— In exercise of tire powers conferred 
by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the 
President hereby makes die following rules further to amend 
the Central Excise and Customs Department Stenographer 
Grade-II and Stenographer Grade-Ill Recruitment Rules, 
2004, namely:— 

1. (I) These rules may be called the Central Excise 
and Customs Department Stenographer Grade-II and 
Stenographer Grade-Ill Recruitment (Amendment) Rules. 
2009. 


(2) These rules shall come into force on the date 
of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Schedule to the Central Excise and Customs 
Department Stenographer Grade-II and Stenographer 
Grade-111 Recruitment Rules, 2004,— 

(A) against serial number 1 relating to the post of 
Stenographer Grade-II,— 

( 1 ) in columns 7, 8 and 10 for the existing 
entries, the following entry shall be substi¬ 
tuted, namely 

“Not applicable” 

(ii) in column 11, for the existing entries, the 
following entries shall be substituted. 


namely:— 

“By promotion failing which by deputation”; 

(iii) in column 12, for the existing entries, the 
following entries shall be substituted, 
namely 

“Promotion: 

Promotion from Stenographer Grade-Ill in the scale 
of Rs. 5200—20200 and grade pay of Rs. 2400 with eight 
years regular service in the grade. 

Deputation: 

Officers of the Central Government:— 

(a) (i) holding analogous post on regular basis, or 

(ii) with eight years regular service in the pay 
scale of Rs. 5200—20200 (Pre-revised Rs. 
4000—-6000) and grade pay of Rs. 2400 or 
equivalent in the parent cadre/department. 

Note 1: Period of deputation including the period of 
deputation in another ex-cadre post held imme¬ 
diately preceding this appointment in the same 
or some other organization/department of 
Central Government shall ordinarily not exceeded 
three years. 

Note 2 : The maximum age limit for appointment by depu¬ 
tation shall not be exceeding 56 years on the 
closing date of receipt of application.” 

(B) against serial number 2, relating to the post of 
Stenographer Grade-Ill, in column 7 for the exist¬ 
ing entries, the following entry shall be substi¬ 
tuted namely:— 

“18 to 27 years (relaxable for Government Servants 
upto 40 years in accordance with the instructions or 
orders issued by the Central Government). 

Note : The crucial date for determining the age limit shall 
be as advertised by the Staff Selection Commission.”
